Speaker Wilson, by request, Intro- 


duced a petition from

of Elko county asking this legislature 
to pass a local option law. 


Mr. Syphus, of Lincoln, announced 


that at some future date he would In- 
troduce a bill amending sections IS, 
28, 1, 5 and 7 of the act relating to 
the maintenance and support of pub- 
lic schools. 


Mr. McCarran, of 
Washoe, gave 


notice that he would Introduce a bill 
to authorize 
county treasurers 
to 


place county funds in banks upon open 
accounts, with certain restrictions. 


Assembly Bill, No. 20: Denton, of 


Lincoln—To amend the act to regulate 
the settlement of the estates of de- 
ceased persons. Judiciary. 


Assembly BH1, No. 21: Syphus, of 


Lincoln—To define the liabilities of 
employers for injury or death sustain- 
ed by their employe*.

Assembly Bill, No. 28: Wilson, by

Assembly 
Bill, No. 1, by Speaker 


Wilson, being brought up, caused quite 
a debate. This bill provides that sheep 
shall not be herded or grazed upon any 
possessory claim, or within two miles 
of the home of the owner of said pos- 
sessory claim. 


McCarran, of 
Washoe, moved to 


amend by adding that nothing In the 
act should be 'construed to mean that 
sheep could not be driven to water, 
when said water wa« on public do- 
jflfclHf*- -TM» amendment led to a lot 
of discussion, and was finally lost by 
a vote of 13 to 16. 


Vaughan, of 
Lincoln, moved 
an 


amendment which provided that noth- 
ing in the proposed law should be 
regarded as meaning that the owner 
of sheep could not graze the same up- 
on his own land. 


Lothrop, of Esmeralda, moved to 


lay the amendment 
upon the table. 


Motion lost by a vote of 12 to 17, and 
| another lengthy discussion ensued 


McCarran moved that 
the bill be 


made a special order for Wednesday 
afternoon. 
Motion declared out of 


order. 


Vaughan's amendment was lost by 


a vote of 13 to 10. 


Lothrop moved to make the bill a 


special order for Friday afternoon. 
Motion lost. 


Cooke offered an amendment more 


closely defining the method of civil 
' procedure in case suit was to

' brought against the owner of 
the 


land. Amendment lost by 11 to II. 


Holmes moved previous question, 


and the bill passed by a vote of 21 to 
11. 


Noteware changed hl« vote to the 


affirmative and gave notice that he 
would move for a reconsideration. 


Whltacre rose to a point of order 


that it required two-thirds to carry { 
previous question, and that therefore 
the bill had not been passed. 
Chair 


ruled that portion of point of order 
was well taken but vital part was 
not. 


Assembly took -a. recess until after- 


noon to take up special order upon 
veto message of the Governor. 


Afternoon Section 


Two resolutions of no particular im- 


portance followed the routine business 
after the opening. 


A lively brush occurred when the 


eight-hour law bill came up for dis- 
cussion and was passed byth^House, 
and will probably pass the Senate. 
McCarran attempted to put on a rider 
to the effect that the employer and 
employe could make a contract for 
so much per hour over-time, bat the 
proposition was strosgly opposed, be- 
ing strongly fought by Skaggs and 
voted down. 
McCarran then offered 


substitute in which he proposes that 


the employe be allowed double time 
for all over-time, which had the same 
fate as the amendment, and the bill | 
passed as originally Introduced.

Fully 95 per cent of the business of 


this country is transacted with bank 
checks and paper 
money, -which la 


based on a coin reserve entirely inade- 
quate for safe banking purposes. The 
treasury officials consider that a 160,- 
000,000 gold reserve is none too large 
to protect the $450,000,000 of legal ten- 
ders and treasury notes of 1890, while 
for the J300,flOO.OOO of gold certificates 
outstanding. It has an equal amount 
of gold deposited In the treasury for 
their redemption. 
The" same can be 


said of the silver certificates. 
In 


contrast with this showing, the banks 
have an outstanding monetary liabil- 
ity of more than ten billion dollars, 
with less than $500,000,000 of gold, coin 
In their reserve fund. In other words 
the gold standard In the United States, 
as conducted by the banks. Is based 
on 95 per cent of confidence and 5 per 
cent of gold. 


The Controller of the Treasury puts 


the banking power of 
the 
United 


States at $12,435,000,000, in round num- 
bers, -while the I^ondon Chronicle In 
June last estimated that of the United 
Kingdom at $6,030,000,000. The aggre- 
gate banking power of the world Is 
estimated at $27,045,000,000, so nearly 
one-half the banking power of the 
world Is credited to the United States 


If the President and Congress really 


desire to help the people of Mexico 
and the silver using countries, and 
at the same time help the people of the 
United States In a still greater degree, I 
let them open the mints to the coin- 
age of siher on equal terms with gold 
at the established coinage ratio, and 
If Europe, or any other country, has 
a surplus, let them send It over here. 
Our ever increasing demand for cur- 
rency will absorb all the gold and sil- 
\er we can get 


Open the mints to silver and let 


Europe get rid of her surplus.

WHEREAS, It is expressly declared 


by Section 8 of said Act, that nothing 
therein shall be construed as In any 
way Interfering with the laws of any 
State or Territory relating to control, 
appropriation, use, distribution of wa- 
ter used in irrigation, or any vested 
right acquired thereunder; and 


WHEREAS, It is the purpose of the 


Secretary of the Interior not to impair 
or Injure vested rights, but on the con- 
trary to confirm the same, and to pro- 
vide by storage such an abundance of 
water as to make such vested rights 
more full, certain and assured In thflr 
beneficial operation than 
and 


at present. 


WHEREAS. It Is essential that the 


Secretary of the Interior, before pro- 
cedlng to actual construction on iny 
river in Nevada, shall be informed a» 
to the extent of the present actual ap- 
propriation and beneficial use of wa- 
ter by existing communities. In or.-'er 
that the Secretary of the Interior may 
be formed as to what quantity of water 
will be necessary to fully supply ex- 
isting uses, and what quantity of wa- 
ter will be available for 
the sup- 


ply of new lands and for new uses, 
and 


WHEREAS, It is the desire of tli» 


State of Nevada to co-operate in every 
way with the Secretary of the Interim 
in the construction, operation, manage- 
ment and maintenance of 
irrigation 


works in the State of Nevada under 
said Act, and it is to the interest of, 
the State of Nevada that every Induce- 
ment should be held out to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior by co-operation 
and helpful State legislation to enter 
upon the work of construction, opera- 
Ion, management and maintenance as 
aforesaid, now therefore 


Th* people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. AD natural water courses 


and natural 
lakes, and 
the waters 


thereof which are not held in private 
ownership belong to the public, and 
are subject to appropriation for a ben- 
eflclal use, and the right to the use of 
water so appropriated for irrigation 
shall be appurtenant to the land irri- 
:ated, and beneficial use shall be the 
basis, the measure, and the limit of 
he right.
